LETTER SHOWN TO JURY 





Louisville ‘Man Expresses Belief 
Relative Is Mentally Unsound 
and Cites Expenditures. 





In an inquiry into the mental condi- 
tion of Adolphus 8. Peper, 47 years old, 
youngest son of the late Christian Pe- 
per, founder of the Peper Tobacco Co.. 
Charles G. Peper of Louisville, Ky., 
brother of Adolphus, testified that he 
had received three letters from his 
brother in one of which Adolphus had 
written: 

“IT have hired five men to kill you.” 

This letter was shown to the jury. 
Charles G. Peper testified further: 

“‘My brother called me over the phone 
and threatened to kill me. He also 
called at my office and said he would 
kill me within six months and he 
threatened my brother-in-law, Col. 
Nicholas M. Bell.’’ 

Charles Peper téstified that in his 
opinion his brother was mentally un- 
balanced and as an evidence of it relat- 
ed that Adolphus used to draw $100 from 
the bank and the next day he would not 
have enough money for car fare. 

Imagined He Was Musician. 

Col. Nicholas M. Bell testified that his 
brother-in-law, Adolphus, had many pe- 
cularitics. One was that he was a tal- 
ented musician. : 

‘He Would call me up over the tele- 
phone to hearghim play the jewsharp 
and beat a drum,’’ said Col. Bell. “In 
the coldest day in winter he would dress 
in low summer shoes, red stockings and 
thin clothing and then complain that 
he was suffering with the heat. He 
owned 19 houses in Papin ‘street jointly 
with my wife; but we could not get 
him to pay his share of the repairs nor 
could ‘we get him to consider any seri- 
ous business affair. He had a hobby 
for attending moving picture shows and 
imagined he was a singer in them. He 
told me he had signed a contract to sing 
over a circuit of picture houses and 
gaia es. Was..coming 
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ber the other aunt, Mrs. Klein, was 


lying. 

“You don’t want to get what they 
got, do you?” asked the burglar as he 
pointed to the two women. “if you 
make a fuss I'll crack you over the 
head,* too.”’ 

Miss Hack kept quiet and the burglar 
left the house, going out through a rear 
door. ‘ 

Then Miss Hack ran to the telephone 
to call the police an@ found the wire cut. 
The screams of the women had awak- 
ened some of the neighbors and Fred K. 
Miller of 1919 Sidney street came to the 
door. He did not go into the house, but 
went in search of a policeman. It was 
80 minutes before a policeman could be 
found, and this finally was accom- 
plished by one of the neighbors calling 
up the station. 

Henry Loesch of 1916 Sidney street 
was awakened by the screams of Miss 
Geis and saw the burglar fleeing 
through the alley. 

Mrs. Kiein is 59 yeares old and her 
sister, Miss Geis, is 55. The niece, Miss 
Hack, is 20. 

The women describe the burglar as 
being an effeminate looking young man 
about 22 years old, 5 feet 6 inches tall, 
slightly built and wearing a dark suit 
with 
tan overcoat. 

Mrs. Klein was the worse injured of 
the two and was weak Saturday morn- 
ing from loss of blood. Her sister, Miss 
Geis, did not suffer so much from the 
blow she received on the head, but, as 
she has been an invalid for years, the 
incident is expected to have a bad ef- 
fect on her.

Adolphus inherited about $300,000 of his 
father’s $4,000,000 estate. 

Adolphus recently attacked his broth- 
er-in-law, Col. Nicholas M. Bell, in Bell’s 
office, because he believed Bell had in- 
duced Charles to begin sanity proceed- 
ings, and the same day of the assault 
Bell filed suit against AdoJphus in the 
Circuit Court for $100,000 damages. 

At court Saturday Adolphus was 
under guard ‘at the request of his 
brother. The Sheriff searched his 
pockets but found no weapon. Charles 
told the Sheriff that he feared his 
brother. 

Charles wag the first witness. He 
testified that his brother Adolphus 
had been physically and mentally 
weak since childhood. He told how 
Adolphus had been placed by his fa- 
ther 4n the Western Military Academy 
in Upper Alton. He said the boy 
would not’ stay there, but returned 
and went to work in his father’s to- 
bacco factory at $75 a month.

Is*Son of Partner in Alleged At- 
tempt to Swindle St. Louisans 
in Fake Game. 


Information charging Charles Diehr, 
alias Charles A. Denton, and his 


‘father, Augustus Diehr, with setting up 


a faro game was filed Saturday by 
Circuit Attorney Jones and his assistant, 


James C. Shaner. The charge in the 
information is a telony punishable by a 
penitentiary sentence. 

Charles Diehr was arrested Saturday 
afternoon by Detectives Joyce and 
Hoagland at the home of his father, 
1153A North. Euclid avenue. The father 
was not at home and detectives con- 
tinued the search for him. 

The original charge upon which 
the Diehrs were arrested Friday and 
released on $200 bond was“one of 
vagrancy. Upon that charge they 
appeared in the City Police Court 
Saturday morning, but Fellhaugr re- 
fused to prosecute and the cases 
were continued. Afterward the Cir- 
cuit Atttorney looked up the law and 
decided to proceed against them un- 
der a state charge. 

Deny Faro Connection. 

Charles Diehr said to a reporter for 
the Post-Dispatch Saturday that neither 
he nor his father were connected in any 
way with the faro swindle. 

‘My object in gotIng to the Jefferson 
Hotel was to talk over a system we 
had to beat the races,’ said Diehr. 

Diehr lives with his father and mother 
in richly furnished apartments at 1135 
North Euclid avenue. It was there that 
the reporter saw both the father and 
the son Saturday. The father refused to 
talk. The son talked freely while his 
diamonds sparkled in the electric light. 

He had a large diamond in his neck- 
tie, another shone from a ring on his 
finger and a whole bunch of them 
blazed from a watch charm. 

Doesn’t Have to Work. 

“Tt’s true that I'm on easy street,”’ he 
said. “I don’t have to work. I have 
plenty of money, but I didn’t make it 
in any swindling games, and I didn’t 
get any of it from Fellhauer or any 
other St. Louls man by means of a faro 
game. I have been in the oll business, 
was vice-president of the Pittsburg & 
Tilinois O11 Co. I sold out my interest 
six months ago, and that is where the 
money came from upon which I am 


‘ving now. 


‘My father and Fellhauer are old 
friends. My father managed a saloon 
for him once. ‘It ie true that Fellhauer 
became interested in the system which 
I and others had for beating the races, 
and he might have invested, but he 
did not, and he did not lose dollar.

POLICE OF NATION ASKED 


TO FIND MISSING HEIRESS 





New York Department Sends Out General Alarm 
and Reward Is Offered in Hunt 
for Dorothy Arnold. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—The police de- 
partment has sent a general alarm 
throughout the city, thus bringing uni- 
formed men into the hunt which has 
heretofore been confined to plain clothes 
men, in an effort to solve the mystery 
of the disappearance of Miss Dorothy 
Arnold, the young society’ woman and 
heiress, who vanished Dec. 12 from her 
home at 108 West Seventy-ninth street. 

In8pector Russell ‘has received orders 
to rush the mailing of posters, offering 
a reward of $1000 for the finding of the 
girl. An accurate likeness and descrip- 
tion of Miss Arnold will be sent to 
every chief of police, town marshal and 


private detective agency in the United. 


States and Canada. 

Miss Arnold’s mother is said to be 
breaking down under the strain, 

John Arnold, the girl’s brother, has 
just returned from a secret mission 
abroad, but denies that he has been 
searching for her in Europe. It Is de- 
clared his trip was in the interest of his 
father’s business. ‘This is the first 
I have heard of the disappearance,” said 
the brother. 

Deputy Police Commissioner Flynn de- 
nies having said he was satisfied that 
Miss Arnold’s parents knew her present 
wheréabouts. Additional letters demand- 
ing ransom for the young woman’s re- 
turn have been received, but both the 
police and the lawyers directing the 
search scout the theory that she is be- 
ing held for ransom. John 8S. Keith, of 
Mr. Arnold’s legal advisers, asserts his 
belief that the letters were written by 
blackmallers. 

It is the belief of persons interested in 
the girl, her case may prove to be one 
of the most remarkable instances of 
auto-suggestion on record. 

Should it develop later that Miss Ar- 
nold has taken her own life, the co- 
relation between the incidents that are 
thought to have imspired her disap- 
pearance and those which actually 
brought it about will have been carried 
out te the fullest extreme. 

The family of Miss Arnold say for 
publication that they fear she met 
her death through foul play, but they 
are known to carry a strong impression 
that she may have taken her own life. 
Her father, Francis R. Arnold, said 
yesterday that he was positive his 
daughter was dead. 

An extraordinary ~hain of coincidents 
hangs around the fact that a young Mr. 
Griscom, said to be a relative of Lioyd 
C. GQGriscom, former ambassador to 
Italy and the president’ of the New 
ork County Republican Committee, 
was one of ates, et er most ardent 





there was a young Andrew Griscom, son 
of William M. Griscom of Bryn Mawr, 
Pa. William M. Griscom is a brother 
of Clementa Griscom and of Lloyd C. 
Griscom. 

Andrew.Griscom was well known at 
Bryn Mawr, from which Miss Arnold 
was about to be graduated. The Gris- 
com and the Arnold families have been 
friendly for years in New York, and in 
Philadelphia Miss Arnold visited homes 
where Andrew Griscom was a guest. 

On Feb. 8, 190%, Andrew Griscom, 22, 
was reported missing. The police of 
Philadelphia were asked to make a sli- 
lent search. Eleven days later the po- 
lice of New York and other cities were 
asked to send out a general ~ alarm. 
Finally it was learned that Young Gris- 
com had fallen madly in love with a 
governess and Mrs. Griscom had put 
her foot down, The governess, a Miss 
Elsie Hanson, took a steamer for En- 
gland. Young Griscom promptly dropped 
out of sight. 

Steamships Watched. 

Every steamship was watched, but 
he eluded private detectives and sailed 
for Europe. Later developments made 
it appear that he had shipped as a 
helper on a cattle steamer, determined 
to reach England, where Miss Hanson 
had arrived a fortnight ahead of him. 

What happened in England is not 
known, but a month later, when the 
Steamship Minnetonka arrived at this 
port from London, the relatives of 
young Griscom where at the piér to 
welcome him. The captain of the 
steamer informed the family that An- 
drew Griscom had jumped overboard 
in a fit of despondency the day after 
the ship had sailed from England. 

The tragic fate of young Griscom, it 
is. said, made a strong impression on 
the mind of Miss Arnold at Bryn Mawr. 
The home of tlhe Griscoms, 
college, was closed and the family went 
into retirement. 

The curious similarity of Miss Ar- 
nold’s disappearance and the inability 
ef her parents’ to find her, to the case 
of Griscom, is heightened by the ad- 
mitted fact that she had a love affair 
with a. young man who is now said to 
be abroad.

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TURKISH SOLDIERS. 
ATTACK AMERICAN 
CONSULS ON SHIP 


United States Minister Lodges a 
Protest Against Treatment-.of 
Representatives. 


By Associated Press. 

CONSTANTINOPLBD, Jan, 28.—J. 
Ridgely Carter. who has been placed 
at the head of the American BDmbassy 
with the rank of minister plenipo- 
tentiary pending the appointment of 
a succesor to Ambassador Straus, te- 
day lodged a protest with the porte 
against the assault and indignities to 
which American Consuls at Beirut 
and Alexandretta were recently sub- 
jected. 

A sergeant instigated a- mutiny 
among 50 Turkish soldiers on the 
steamer New Jersey. When that ves- 
sei reached Alexandretta she was fly- 


‘ing the American flag and the Amer- 


ican consular agent, John T. Peristi- 
any, went on board to investigate. 
He was driven from the ship by sol- 
diers. His hand was cut and his coat 
torn off. 

Police arrested some of the soldiers, 
but the Captain of the New Jersey re- 
fused to surrender the ringleader. The 
vessel proceeded to Smyrinia, where 
there was a second row vver che ques- 
tion of whether the soldiers or the sail- 
ors of the New Jersey were at fault. 
When the vesse] docked, its second mate 
was arrested. 

The American Consul-General, Ernest 
L. Harris, took a hand with the result 
that he was abused by the factions. 
However, he caused the arrest of the 
sergeant who had been ringleader in 
the trouble. 

When news of the trouble reached 
Saloniki the shipping men declared a 
boycott against the owners ef the New 
Jersey and refused to handle its freight. 

The American Embassy at Constanti- 
nople took the matter up with the Turk- 
ish Government and in-addition te pro- 
testing against the illtreatment of Per- 
istiany and Harris, made representations 
regarding the boycott at Saleniki. Later 
the Embassy received assurances that 
adequate measures to stamp out the 
boycott had been taken.

WHY A SPECIAL SESSION IS NECESSARY. 

Speaking in behalf of the plan for a special 
session and immediate revision downward of the 
tariff rates on the necessaries of life, Represen- 
tative Randell of Texas called attention to the 
bill he introduced on Dec. 10 last. This bill pro- 
vides that the date of the meeting of:Congress be 


March 4. 

The Constitution provides that “the Congress 
shall assemble at least once every year, and 
such meetings shal be on the first Monday in De- 
cember, unless they shall by law appoint a differ- 
ent day.” 

No different day has ever been appointed. Since 
the beginning, Congress has been meeting 13 
months after its members were elected. Such a 
lapse of time between an expression of the 
popular will and action on it occasioned no in- 
convenience in stage-coach days. But now there 
is demand for speedy acquiescence in the plainly 
expressed commands of the people. Never before 


| has there been such an apt illustration as is now 


before the country. 

Last November the people repudiated the Payne- 
Aldrich | law by an overwhelming vote. Their 
mandate might as well have been addressed to the 
North Pole. The repudiated policies of a defeated 
party continue in operation. Congressmen, re- 
tired by disgusted constituencies, continue in of- 
fice and a President, in the face of logical. de- 
mands, stands unmoved by the appeals for a 
special session. It makes representative govern- 
ment a travesty. 

Without a special session the correction of the 
blunders of the Republicans will become all but 
impossible until the overshadowing and disturbing 
presidential election is over. The people must 
again declare their wishes at the polls before 
they can get positive and effective action, unless 
there is a special session. 

Crying as is the present need for the removal 
of the extortionate tariff taxes, the necessity for a 
change in the date when a newly elected Congress 
shal] assemble is almost as acute. If the Demo- 
crats,are sincere in their desire that the govern- 
ment- be made memmpcrstic in fact as well as in 
spirit they will make this Randell bill into a law 
as soon as they have completed the work of 
wiping the vicious Payne-Aldrich law off the 
statute book.

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CHANGING THE LIQUOR LAW. 

The liquor license law amendments proposed by 
the Citizens’ Defense Committee is the next step 
forward in the regulation of dramshops. The 
proposed amendments have the advantage of in- 
viting the support of the saloon man because they 
provide for the renewal of existing licenses. The 
limit of one saloon to 500 inhabitants will ulti- 
mately reduce the number of saloons in St. Louis 
by one-third, and it will increase the value of all 
licenses. By making the- licenses more valuable 
it will make their owners particularly careful not 
to risk losing them by violating the law. The 
increase in the cost of a license also eliminates 
from the argument the question of a reduced 
revente. 

The most notable change proposed is the club 
license of $250. If the law applies to all the clubs 
where liquor is dispensed it may be acceptable. 
All bona fide clubs should be on the same basis. 
Lid clubs should be abolished. 

The proposed changes are rational and conser- 
vative. They are the result of careful and un- 
biased study and deserve larnest consideration. 
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President Taft is said to favor Frisco as the 
site of the Panama exposition.

Homemade Smoke. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Walking through Van-Morland place, I counted 
‘92 per cent of the houses belching soft coal 
smoke and soot on themselves and neighbors; 
a@ consequence either of ignorance oreof false 
economy. In my house chestnut anthracite is 
used in the kitchen,:- egg in the furnace, and is 
absolutely smokeless. It probably costs $12 
to $15 more per year than soft coal would, and is 
worth it in comfort and cleanliness. 

Over 60 per cent of the smoke made west of Grand 
avenue comes from the homes. Here is a fine 
and proper field for the exertions of the Wednes- 
day Club, entirely in the line of women’s work. 
They might begin by inquiring among their own 
members how many do or will usg anthracite 
in their ranges, grates and furnaces instead of 
soft coal, and thus pluck the emoke out of their 
own eyes first. 

The greatest help to the solution of the smoke 
problem would be 50-cent gas. At that price citi- 
zens could afford to use it for hygienic heating. 
Widines, England, a town of 80,000, owning its 
plant, has gas for homes at 80 cents per thousand; 
for factories 25 cents. There are scores of En- 
glish cities, many of them owning the plants, 
‘getting gas from 40 to 60 cents, the average price 
being 50 cents. It must cost the Laclede Gas 
Co., receiving its coal. by a barge watér haul, at 
very low cost, less to make and deliver gas, 
than in England.

That the annual tenpin tournament of the American Bowling Congress will 


continue for awhile, at least, 


was assured when the delegates to the cofven- 


tion adopted an amendment reducing the prize list from 80 per cent of the entry 


money to 66 2-3 per cent Friday. While 


the bowlers who hereafter roll the high 


scores in the annual tenpin classic wili suffer in the matter of reduced money 
prizes, it seems that the reduction was tlie only plan possible to perpetuate the 


event. 

The tournament has grown to such 
proportions that it is a big task for even 
an incorporated body in a big city to 
handle. While the present event prom- 
ises to prove a success without requiring 
the members of the St. Louis Tenpin 
Tournament Company to “‘dig’’ down in 
their pockets to meet any deficit, it de- 
velops that at one time the local pro- 
moters were on the point of passing up 
the tournament. 

When the rental of the Coliseum was 
boosted from $6000 to $10,000 and when the 
tournament company learned that they 
were not to receive the support prom- 
ised, when they sought the event in 
Detroit a year ago, they were about 
ready to sacrifice what money they had 
already sunk in the proposition and let 
the big meet go to some other city 
or be passed up altogether. 

With the new arrangement in effect, 
however, any city hereafter will be as- 
sured of financial success. 

The difference will be spent in pro- 


moting the tournament, and if there is a[ 


balance it will be turned over to the 
city that stages the event. 

While Milwaukee business men had 

asked for the tournament next year, the 
bowlers hadn't decided to undertake the 
promotion of the meet. They were grant- 
ed 6 days in which to canvass the 
situation in the city and if at the end 
of that time they felt that they would 
receive the necessary support, they 
would have officially asked for the 
event.
